MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 21.—A storm hav- 
img the fury of a tornado swept over north- 
ern Mississippi and western Tennessee yes- 
terday evening, killing and wounding prob- 
ably 40 persons.

Fifteen persons are said 
to have been killed and it is feared that

ALONG THE STORM’S TRACK. 


Everything Swept Away in a Path | 


Over a Mile Wide. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Novy. 21.—Conductor 
Kibler of the Granada accommodation 
train on the Illinois Central] Railroad, 
which arrived this morning two and one- 
half hours late, reports that the path of the 
storm was first reached at Batesville. Miss.. 
where considerable damage was done 
property and several persons injured, 
none fatally. 

There had been a heavy downpour of rain 
all day. At 5:30 the storm burst in all its 
fury and for a mile and a quarter on the 
west side of the rallroad track the wind 
leveled every standing object in its way. 

At Guy's Station, one mile south of 
Love's Station, Tolin Guy's mill and resi- 
dence were destroyed. The inmates of the 
dwelling Miraculously escaped injury. Two 
negroes in a cabin nearby were killed. 

The damage done at Love's Station was 
serious From that point the storm 
took a northwesterly course and the next 
place to feel its force was La Grange, Tern 

The storm seems to have started from a 
point to the gouth of Tuntea. Miss... and 
within a few. miles of that place. Tele- 
graphic communication has been .tempor- 
arily paralyzed, but, so far as known, the 
casualties in Mississippi are four negroes 
killed near Lula, five negroes killed near 
Tunica and one white man and one 
killed near Hernando, Miss. Hundreds

Neighbors of the Thomssens hint at 
sassination by an old enemy. One woman 
tells the police that Charles Thomssen, 
though 56 years of age at the time of his 
death, was not too old to be susceptible to 
| feminine charms. She says that several 
years ago Thomssen was paying attention 
to a woman under 4, whose first name was 
Julia, and who lived in North 8t. Louis. 

This woman, the story goes, had another 
suitor, younger and handsomer than 
Thomssen, who was said to be jealous. The 
detectives are inquiring into the merits of 
this story Wednesday. 

The same informant avers 
Thomssen, the elder and surviving brother, 
has made much money in speculations.

John Lacrai, who is an authority on bil- 
liards says that the three-cushion game in- 
jures the sport, He gays that this style of 
play is responsible for the lack of good 
players in these parts. Good three-cushion 
players are not necessarily past masters in 
the art. It is a slambang game which re- 
quires strength instead of skill. 

“A young fellow who takes up the three- 
cushion game hurts his chances of becom- 
ing an expert payer player,”’ said Mr. La- 
cari. “In the three-cushion game one can- 
not learn the fime points of billiards. The 
nurse or masse are not necessary in this 
game. Young fellows take up the three- 
cushion game because they can become 
good three-cushion players where they 
might never be able to class even as or- 
dinary layers at the straight rail 
of batk-line game. There are any num- 
ber of good three-cushion players in St. 
Louts. They average about the same. They 


can't improve much. There are the natural , 


shots and after you learn these you become 
a fair player. 

“At the straight-rail or balk-line game 
there is always something new to learn. 
It takes a life-time to become an expert at 
either of these games, where one be 
able to reach the first fight at the three- 
cushion game after a couple of years’ of 
steady practice. Back in the ’80s there were 
at least 50 St. Loulsans under the age oO 


25 who could average 4 or better at straight- 


rail. Now it is seldom that you run across 
a young man who can do that good. In- 
stead of playing the real, scientific game of 
billiards the rising generation has taken 
to the slambang three-cushion style of 
play.’’
